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Busing continues to cause 
frustration to parents, kids 


RTD buses have been filled to the brim while 
they collected Sierra Madre secondary school stu- 
ents in the early morning pre-school hours and, in 
some cases, have passed waiting students because 
there was no more room on the buses. 

Even as Ramon Cortines, superintendent of 
Pasadena Unified School District, was telling anxious 
parents that RTD had put on two more buses on 
the 435 line, only one showed, still leaving a gaping 
hole in the busing problems in this foothill city. 

To save over $600,000, the district elected to 
dismiss the private bus company and urge secon- 
day students to find their way to school via public 
transportation. Disgruntled parents and sleepy- 
eyed students arc the results so far. 

Even now as the sun rises later each morn¬ 
ing, parents are thinking of future dark winter 
morr.ings when their youngsters will wait on unlighted 
street corners for the public transportation and 
face a long wait if that particular bus is so full it 
passes them. 

Cortines said late Tuesday just before press¬ 
time, “It’s still not satisfactory. There are still 
buses passing children. Tomorrow (Wednesday) 
I’m meeting with staff at 6:30 a.m. and we will 
take a tour of the (bus) schedules. We will make 
a report to RTD, urging meetings with them. 
They’ve not been able to add the number of buses 


we need to deal with the problems.” 

Cortines continued, “I also say we as a school 
system and community must make this work. We 
saved $600,000 to balance the budget and keep us 
in the black. The other choice is no choice. No 
busing at all for secondary students. RTD must 
get the message clear: we’re entitled to adequate 
service.” 

Cortines was apologetic and appreciative, “I 
have to say the majority of (Sierra Madre) pa¬ 
rents are very patient. We’re (the school system) 
showing our concern.” 

Sierra Madre mother Donna Watkins suggests 
that parents with problems call the following RTD

The News interviewed a few of the glut of 
students waiting down Baldwin, and Michelle Lents 
said, “Ft’s kind of tough to wait 45 minutes for 
the next bus. Some students are tardy.” 

Amy Czerwinsky, a 7th grader, said, “I don’t 
like it. The school bus would be best.” 

Jeff Schwartz, an 8th grader at Eliot, said, 
“I don’t like it at all. I think they need to give us a 
direct transfer to school and back.” 

Alexa Tharalson, an 8th grader at Marshall 
Fundamental School, explained that she had to rise

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Congratulations 
to CCC, Sept. 24 

The Civilian Consarvatlon Corps cel®- 
brates Its 50th anniversary Sept. 24 at 2 
p.m. at the L.A. County Fair. We would 
like to salute this group of men and 
women who make up the CCC for their 
work through five decades of this century. 

For those of you who are not old 
enough to remember times before WWII, 
people In the CCC were responsible for 
building many structures around the nation 
that small towns would not have been 
able to afford without that sort of federal 
assistance. In fact, In my mldwestern 
small town, the CCC built a city auditorium 
and a post office, both updating the older 
structures. 

President Roosevelt created the CCC 
In April, 1933, and the program lasted 
until 1942 at that point. Over 2 million 
men were enrolled at that time. In Califor¬ 
nia alone the CCC built hundreds of 
towers and houses. Installed 8704 miles 
of telephone line, constructed 1,161,921 
miles of roads and trails, planted 30,776,- 
000 trees and spent 980,000 man days 
preventing and fighting fires. 

Each enrolls® was paid only $30 per 
month. 

The event Sept. 24 Is primarily to 
honor the thousands of men who served 
In the CCCs during the depression era, 
according to Hank Hazen, acting Angeles 
National Forest supervisor, the sponsors 
of the event. 


In-fighting allowed 
in high places 


Apparently, every newspaper In Califor¬ 
nia waa sent a memo and accompanying 
letter responding to that memo from Sen. 
H.L. Richardson to Supt. of Public Instruc¬ 
tion and Director of Education Bill Honlg. It 
represents the sort of In-fighting that can 
only be evident in the United States where 
there Is totally open press.

Reagan’s 
words) of the Individuals aboard the Korean 
airliner that was shot down by Russian mili¬ 
tary planes, we realize the real scope of 
difference In our governments.
